G.s.R. 620 /H^In exercise of the powers conferred by section 129 of the 
Railways Act, 1989 (24 of 1989), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Railway Accidents and Untoward Incidents (Compensation) 
Rules, 1990, namely 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Accidents and Untoward Incidents 
(Compensation) Amendment Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of November, 1997 • 

2. In rule3 of the Railway Accidents and Untoward Incidents (Compensation) 
Rules, 1990 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules),- 

(i) In sutwrule 2, for the words “rupees two lakhs” the words “rupees 
four lakhs” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in the proviso to sub-rule 3 for the words “rupees forty thousand” 
the words “rupees eighty thousand” shall be substituted.” 

3. In the rule 4 of the said rules, for the wordsTupees two lakk’* the words 
“rupees four lakhs" shall be substituted, 

4. For the Schedule annexed to the said rules, the following Schedule shall be 
substituted, namely
